The  Seahawks  in  1969  again  experienced  a  fine  season 
behind  strong  pitching,  consistent  hitting  and  outstanding 
fielding. 

For  the  second  year  running,  the  pitching  staff  led  the 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA) 
with  the  lowest  earned  run  average  —  a  0.67.
